NEW FARM LAW 


The new law has three major objectives 
which are inseparably and of necessity 
linked with the national welfare. 

The first of these aims is conservation 
of the soil itself thru wise and proper land 
use. 

The second purpose is the re-establish- 
ment and maintenance of farm income at 
fair levels, so that the great gains made by 
agriculture in the past three years can be 
preserved and national recovery can con- 
tinue. 


The third major objective is the protec- 
tion of consumers by assuring adequate 
supplies of food and fiber now and in the 
future. ... 


I do not regard this farm act as a pana- 
cea or as a final plan. Rather, I consider 
it a new basis to build and improve upon, 
as experience discloses its points of weak- 
ness and of strength.—Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.

Corn and hog adjustment programs under the 
AAA, the federal cattle buying program, dollar devaluation, in- 
creasing re-employment in cities, fedefal work relief programs and 
the effects of the 1934 drouth all helped to make the better prices 
of farm produets in 1935.

CITY man who owns farm land in south-

Working corn stalks into the soil with a double disc. 
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made a number of modifications in 
standard rations to determine if 
these suckling pig ailments could be 
lessened or avoided by certain feeds 
for the sow. The addition of wheat 
shorts brought about some improve- 
ment. The milk flow of the sows 
held up reasonably well, and a larger 
percentage of the pigs lived until 
weaning. However, the pigs scoured 
badly and were not up to average 
weight at weaning. 

Alfalfa added to the ration also 
worked some improvement among 
pigs in a weakened condition, but 
did not restore their original thrift. 

However, when both wheat shorts 
and alfalfa meal were added to the 
ration, the sows produced an abun- 
dance of milk, fewer of the pigs died, 
there was practically no scouring, 
and weaning weights were satisfac- 
tory. These feeds were given in ad- 
dition to a regular protein feed. The 
amount of shorts and alfalfa actually 
fed in the Missouri tests was about 


one and one-half pounds per head 
daily. Smaller amounts might pos- 


sibly do just as well. After sows are 
on pasture, of course, it is not neces- 
sary to feed either shorts or the al- 
falfa meal, but care should be taken 
to provide sufficient protein. 


New College Barn 
A new dairy barn to replace the 
one destroyed by fire last summer is 
under construction at the Iowa State 
College dairy farm. It is of tile block 
and frame construction. 


The new barn will house the col- 
lege milking herd. There will be 
fourteen experimental stalls where 


cows on trial will be kept and sixty 
chain tie stalls. Chain ties will be 
used instead of stanchions in the 
stalls because all of the cows will be 
milked by mechanical milkers in a 
special milking room. 

Under the new arrangements, four 
cows will be milked simultaneously. 
All cows will be washed just before 
they enter the milking stanchions. It 
is estimated that the average milk- 
ing time will be six minutes per cow. 
The man who attends to the milking 
machines will work in a pit about 
four feet below the level of the milk- 
ng stanchions. 

One side of the milking room is to 
be glassed off so that visitors may 
observe the milking process. The 
milk will be piped to the cooling 
:00m, Where it will be put in cans. 

Plans for the barn were drawn by 
the agricultural engineering depart- 
inent at the college. Prominent dairy- 
men called in to make suggestions 
and approve the plans were Lester 
Gillette, Fostoria; Orville L. Hamer, 
Waterloo; Don Filson, Marshalltown;

Why Cream Tests Vary 

Altho the cream screw on the sep- 
arator may remain unchanged for 
months at a time, the butterfat test 
of the cream from a given herd of 
cows is sometimes known to vary 
from 1 to 10 per cent or more from 
week to week. These variations, of 
course, show up at the local cream 
station when the farmer sells his 
cream. In turn, they often cause con- 
siderable dissatisfaction among the 
creamery patrons. Occasionally, an 
incorrect test is made, but this is an 
exceptional cause for variations rath- 
er than a usual one. 

Variations in the cream test usual- 
ly are due to fluctuations in the rate 
of the milk inflow to the separator 
bowl, or speed of the bowl, changes 
in the temperature of milk, changes 
in the amount of skim-milk or water 
used in flushing the separator, vibra- 
tion of the separator bowl, or varia-

Similarly, if the milk is allowed to 
cool considerably before skimming, 
there will be a variation in the rich- 
ress of the cream. 

Excessive flushing of the bowl 
with water or skim-milk often will 
reduce the test of the cream some- 
what, the actual amount of reduc- 
tion depending upon the flush water 
used and the amount of cream. 

If the bow! vibrates, or if the sepa- 
rator otherwise is not in good work- 
ing order, there will be variations in 
the test of the cream. 

If the richness of the milk varies, 
the percentage of butterfat in the 
cream also will vary. A separator is 
set to deliver a certain number of 
pounds of cream for each 100 pounds 
ot milk. For example, if a separator 
is set to deliver 12 pounds of cream 
and &8 pounds of skim-milk from 100 
pounds of 3 per cent whole milk, the 
test of the cream will be about 25 
per cent. But if 4 per cent milk is 
separated with the same setting of 
the cream screw, the test will be 
about 33 per cent of butterfat, even

Hot weather frequently causes a 
drop in the test. On the other hand, 
cows exposed to cold, stormy weath- 
er may drop in both total production 
and test at the same time 


Excitement and irregular or care- 
less milking have a detrimental ef- 
fect. Ill-treatment will lower both 


the quantity of milk and the butter- 
fat percentage. The effect of these 
factors on the test depend somewhat 
upon the health and temperament of 
the individual cow. 

There are numerous other reasons 
why the richness and volume of milk 
may vary, which are not 
clearly understood. The test for 
some cows drops during the heat 
period. Lack of proper ventilation 
during the night is said to cause the 
morning’s milk to test lower. The 
test also is likely to be lower if the 
interval between milkings is length- 
ened.

Landlord Trouble 


To the Editor: In southeastern Ne- 
braska, a large percentage of our 
farms are farmed by tenants, and 
owned by men who have never lived 
on a farm. Their only concern is a 
high rental. They want to live off 
the farm without doing the farming. 
Since they know so little about 
farming, it is next to impossible to 
satisfy them. 

If the crops are good or the prices 
£0 up—up goes the rent. The tenant 
must agree to do what is probably 
impossible, or move. Many tenants 
move every year or two, and often 
find that the new “boss” is no bet- 
ter than the old. 

Landlords are asking (yes, de- 
manding) $400 cash or $100 to $200 
cash and two-fifths of the crop on 
eighty-acre farms that would not sell 
for more than $5,000. 

Now, if the tenant could borrow 
the $5,000 at, say, 314 per cent and 
buy the eighty-acre farm, his inter- 
est and taxes would not be more than 
$250 per year—much less than the 
rent he is now paying. Under present 
conditions, the tenants will never be 
able to own farms. The ideal condi- 
tion is for the farmer to own and live 
on the land he farms.—Ed Notson, 
Lancaster County, Nebraska. 

Here’s a_tenant’s description 
of unreasonable landlords. When 
farm income is low, there just 
isn’t enough produced on the ordi- 
nary farm to give either tenant or 
landlord a fair break.—Editor.

benefit of, and they should leave as 
much grass and pasture as they 
found on the farm when they moved 
onto it. 

I have three farms, and have had 
one man stay with me eight years, 
and have a man at present that is in 
his ninth vear. 

But what I want to write about 
more particularly is a farm I bought 
three years ago. This farm was a 
will improved place at one time; the 
owner had spent a lifetime in build- 
ing it up; but he had become an old 


man, and the last few years the 
buildings had run down badly, and I 
fixed them up and painted them, 
such as hog house, so he could rais 
hogs, and implement house and corn 
cribs, and threw off $70 of his cash 
rent the dry year of 1934. So h 
worked well the first six months, till 
I rented it for 1935; then he lay down 
on me and would not fix any fences 
(but told me he was going to stay on 
the place, as he had some rye sown) 
or build any new fences. 

I suspect this farm has $7,000 or 
$8,000 worth of improvements on 
and I thought if farmer renters were 
reimbursed for labor they had done, 
why should not the landlord expect 
something in return forthe improv 
ments that the renter got full benefit 
of. There is a large horse barn and 
a hay barn and cattle shed, and a | 
of outbuildings, such as a thrifty 
German farmer would build for 
home farm. Now, have I asked 
much of him for the conveniences | 
has? I do not get any rent for tl 
buildings and lots, so why should

Store Meat Carefully 


Regardless of the cure or kind of 
meat, care in storage is necessary if 
meat is to be kept for any length of 
time 
stored meat dry. Moisture 
favors bacterial growth and will also | 
cause molds to develop rapidly. Keep 
the meat cool, Heat also encourages 
bacterial activity. Keep the storage 
room well ventilated to help keep the 
air free from objectionable odors, as 
well as preventing the condensation 
x moisture on the meat. Keep the 
room dark, as direct sunlight discol- 
. Keeping the room dark will 
also help in keeping flies away. If 
possible, have the storage room or 
smoke house screened against flies. 

Meat should be wrapped as soon as 
it has cooled atter smoking, or if it 
is not to be smoked, as soon as it 
has dried after euring. When meat 
is left exposed to the air, a slow oxi- 
dation of fat takes place, causing 
rancidity, dark color, and a_ strong 
flavor. 

Wrap the meat first with cheese- 
cloth, unbleached muslin or similar 
material. Next put on a tight cover- 
ing of paper and then 
piece in a paper bag, or 
more paper. If a 
paper bag is used, fold the top sev- 
eral times and tie tightly. If the 
meat is wrapped in heavy brown 
paper, it is a good idea to seal the 
edges with glue. After wrapping 
hang the meat in a make house on 
cool, dry. well ventilated room, in

All of these high yielding oat vari- 
eties were damaged, but not uniform- 
ly, by delays in sowing. Eleven days’

3.9 to 17.1 bushels per acre. In cen- 
tral lowa, April 5 was regarded as 
the average early sowing date and 
April 16 as the average late sowing 
date. Yields of Iowa No. 105, Iogold 
and Green Russian seem to be cut 
more by late sowing than are yields 
of some of the other varieties tested, 
particularly Hybrid D-67. 

As for barley varieties, Trebi, a 
feed grain type, has given the high- 
est average yields both in central and 
northern Iowa. However, Trebi is 
discounted heavily on the cash grain 
market. When grown under average 


lowa conditions, it has the weakest 
straw of any of the varieties, and 
often shows a low degree of resist- 


ance to many barley diseases. 
Barley for Malting 


Of barley varieties suitable for 
malting, Minsturdi and Velvet have 
been leaders in central Iowa, but be- 
low Wisconsin 38 in northern Iowa. 
Wisconsin 38 is a smooth awned sort 
that has been given a high rating by 
the malters. Under average weather 
conditions, however, the heads are 
apt to break off before ripening. Vel- 
vet is smooth awned and is planted 
more largely than any other variety 
in Iowa. It is accepted on a par with 
Manchuria by the malting trade. 

Spartan, a two-rowed, smooth- 
awned barley, has the best straw and 
is the most satisfactory variety to 
harvest and thresh. The large ker- 
nels make Spartan desirable for 
Pearling, but its high albumen con- 
tent bars it from the malting market. 

Glabron is also smooth awned and 
has better straw than Velvet. When 
recognized, it is usually discounted 
in price by the malters.

pasture enough stock per acre. I fal! 
plowed it about six inches deep. In 
the spring, I listed the ground and 
put it in corn. I hogged down the 
corn and got an estimated yield of 
fifty bushels per acre. 

“The following spring, I disked the 
stalks four times, sowed three bush- 
els of early oats per acre and disked 
again. I dragged the ground twice 
and sowed the following mixture: 
Eight pounds of blue grass, three of 
alsike, five of timothy, five of sweet 
clover and two of red clover. I then 
harrowed this three more times. As 
soon as the oats were two inches 
high, I turned the stock into the field 
and left them on the ground all sum- 
mer, I received an almost perfect 
stand of all grasses sown, and one of 
the best pastures in the neighbor- 
hood.” 





Horse Outlook 


The sharp decline in horse and 
mule numbers since 1918 is expect- 
ed to reach bottom in 1936, accord- 
ing to the outlook report of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 
The number two years old and over, 
however, is expected to decline for 
several years because of the many 
old animals which will die. 

About 785,000 colts were raised in 
1934, the largest number in ten years, 
an increase of 24 per cent over the 
1933 crop, and of 50 per cent over 
the number raised in 1931—the year 
of the smallest colt crop this cen- 
tury. An annual crop of. slightly 
more than 900,000 colts—about the 
number raised in 1985—probably will 
maintain the number of work ani- 
mals needed in the years to come 

Horses and mules on farms at the 
start of 1935 numbered 16,622,000 
head—about 266,000, or 1.5 
fewer than at the beginning of 1934. 
This decrease was the smallest in 
fifteen years. Animals two

TI then let the dough 
rise until doubled in bulk, punched 
it down, let it rise again, and shaped 
it into cloverleaf rolls. The

butter hands well, pinch off pieces | 
of dough the size of a hickory-nut, | 
and roll between the buttered palms. |

The dough which was left, after 
removing that which was to be used 
in making rolls, was mixed with 
just enough more flour to stiffen

In making bread according to this 
new method, it takes about five 
hours from the time I start mixing 
the dough before the loaves are 
ready to be removed from the oven. 
Of course, I can’t hope for such 
speed from my petunias. But if 
these ruffled hybrids are as satis- 
factory as my last few batches of 
bread, we're going to have lovely 
ly petunias—a regular riot of them— 
this summer. And if the man who 
mouthed the above bromide will call 
—in late June—I'll have both a bou- 
quet and a bread loaf (prune roll 
style) ready to clinch my side of his 
argument.

In studies 
for dairy 
the following 
made: 

The sterilizing power of a solution 
is proportional to the amount of ac- 
tive chlorin present. 

It takes a certain time to kill bac- 
teria, and the longer the exposure 
of the utensil to the solution, the 
more complete the sterilization. 

As the temperature of the solution 
is increased, its germicidal property 
also is increased. However, the in- 
crease on account of temperature is 
not very significant. 

The presence of any organic mat- 
ter in the solution greatly reduces 
or even inhibits the germicidal ac- 
tion of the chlorin sterilizing solu- 
tion. 

A utensil with a smooth surface 
is more easily sterilized than one 
with a rough and pitted surface. 

Chlorin germicides are used in 
the form of chlorin gas dissolved in 
water, hypochlorites and_ chlora- 
mines. Chlorin gas dissolved in wa- 
ter is regarded as the most effective 
germicide. Hypochlorites and chlora- 
mines follow in order. To provide 
the same thoroness of sterilization, 
the hypochlorite and chloramine so- 
lutions must have a larger percent- 
age of chlorin present. 

The presence of alkaline com- 
pounds in a solution retards its germ- 
icidal action. Sodium hydroxid, in 
particular, has a strong retarding 
effect on the germicidal action of 
the chlorin. Used alone, however, 
sodium hydroxid is one of the best 
germicides among the washing pow- 
ders. Sodium carbonate and _ tri- 
sodium phosphate have only feeble 
germicidal properties. Alkali wash- 
ing powders are used primarily for 
cleansing purposes.

Milking eins 


Does three-times-a-day milking re- 
sult in larger total production of 
dairy cows,than twice-a-day milking? 
If so, how much larger? 

It is generally recognized that 
milking cows three times a day, as 
compared to two milkings, increases 
the yield, but the amount of the in- 
crease is not exactly known. 

Further studies of the times-a-day 
milking factor were made at the IIli- 
nois station during the 1933-34 sea- 


son. A number of cows were milked 
three times a day for a period of 
from two to three weeks, in order to 


determine the production of the right 


and left halves of the udder. The 
cows Were then divided into two 
groups. 

One of the groups was milked 
three times a day on one lf of the 
udder and two times a dav on the 
other half. The halves in this case 
were front and rear quarters on the 
same side of the udder. 


In the second group, the procedure 
was the same except that the halves 
of the udder were alternated. The 
right one, for example, was milked 
three times a day for one _ period, 
twice a day for the second period,

three times a day for the third pe- 
riod, and so on. All of the cows were 
fed three times a day. 

Cows in the first group, which 
were milked three times a day on 
one-half of the udder and twice a day 
on the other showed, a larger pro- 
duction on the half milked three 
times a day. For the group as a 
whole, the increase in production, 


based on the yield of the half milked 
three times a day, Was about 27 per 
cent for both milk and fat. 

In the second group of cows, where 
the halves of the udder were alter- 
nately milked three and two times 
a day at regular intervals, the in- 
crease was 7.7 per cent in milk and 
slightly more than 6 per cent in fat 
in favor of three-times milking. 


Milk Marketing Pacts 

As many dairymen know, the re- 
cent ruling of the supreme court in 
the Hoosac Mills case, which invali- 
dated crop control under the AAA, 
did not involve milk and fruit mar- 
keting agreements formulated under 
the same act. 

E. W. Gaumnitz, chief of the AAA 
dairy section, at Washington, D. C., 
states that any cases eventually aris- 
ing and involving agreements prob- 
ably will have their origin in the 
act it was amended by the con- 
gress in August, 1935. He reports 
that there are no milk cases now 
pending in the circuit court of ap- 
peals, which hears a case before it 
goes to the supreme court. 

In general, compliance in many of 
the fluid milk zones where AAA 
licenses have been in effect is ob- 
tained solely thru the voluntary act 
of parties affected. All drastic en- 
forcement ceased in 1935 on many 
of the fluid milk markets recognized 
to have little if any strict interstate 
traffic.

Confining the Herd Sire 


For the man who is engaged in| 


dairying, there are several advan- 
tages in confining the herd sire to 
@ small, well fenced pasture adjoin- 
ing the farmstead. In the first place, 
the daryman, especially the one who 
sells milk for city consumption, is 
interested in maintaining a steady 
milk output thruout the year, and 
the more closely he superintends the 
time his cows are to freshen, the 
better he can maintain his monthly 
milk supply adjusted to the demand 
for his product. 

Then, too, with the herd sire under 
control, the breeding dates of the 
cows can be readily maintained, and 
every cow's calving dates will be 
known. This knowledge of the fresh- 
ening dates of the of con- 
siderable value for several reasons. 
It enabels the caretaker to dry off 
his cows from six to four weeks 
prior to calving. Every high produc- 
ing cow needs a rest prior to fresh- 
ening, to build up her body and give 
her strength for the oncoming lacta- 
tion period. It is a well known fact 
that while a cow is giving a full flow 
of milk, especially during the winter 
months, when no pasture is avail-
